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Hile we are thus affur'd from all 
- Hands, that the. Miſery of the 
French ,is very great, their Fi- 
nances in the utmoſt Diſorder, their Trea- 
ſure exhanfted, and their publick -Credit 
broken; -it is not a lictle ſtrange, that all 
our Accounts from the North are full of the 
Expe@ation they are in of an Invaſion again 
from the France. | 
That there are a great many People in 
either Part of this Iſland, that are willing 
to have it ſo, I make no queſtion of, and 
perhaps are therefore willing to pleaſe 
themſelves with'the Hopes of it, tho* they 
ſee no probable Ground for the Expedta- 
tionz on 'the other band, perhaps theſe 
People may think, that it is ſome Service 
to their Cauſe to ſpread [uch Reports, and 


put forward Suggeſtions, as an Amuſement 
to the Nation, ſerving to keep the Friends 
of the Government ia Apprehenſions and 
Suſpence on one hand, and if poſſible to 
make us keep Troops on the other hand 
for Prevention; and partly to buoy up 
the ſinking Spirits of another Sort of Peo- 
ple among them, who are kept together 
a5 4a Party, and ſupported in their Aver- 
tions to the Government, only- by ſuch 
Dreams theſe. 

I know, ſome People have made loud 
Clamours at our leaving Scotland unprovi- 
d:d with Forces, and urg'd to have a Body 
of Men kept there, that ſheuld not think 
of retreating to Berwick upon an Enemy's 
Landing — Whether theſe People would 


have more Troops rais'd for this Purpoſe, 
or 
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. or whether' they would have the Forces 
abroad lefſen'd to do it, they have not yet 
told us 


we ſh2ll raiſe them, as well as how to raiſe 
the Maney for their Support z which co any 
Man that knows the Difficulty of railing 
Recruits theſe two Years, for the Forces 
w2 haye, will not appear an eafie Work, 
nor were it ealie, would theſe new Forces 
be fit to truft with oppoliag an Invaſion in 
Scotland, —— Nor is the encreaſing our 
Ciarge (tho* that ought not to be a full 
Reaſon) a light Matter Oa the other 
hand, if theſe People weuld: have Troops 
call'd home, afid our Forces aþroad lefſen'd, 
at the ſamz tithe, that all allow the Avug- 
mention of Treo27s abroad {@ abſolutely ne- 
cefſary ; if this be the M-tion, it is a very 
friendly one for the French, and I need ſay 
no more, it 13 all chey aim at. 

But after all, th- Intelligence, thefe 
Gentiemen keep with Foreign Aﬀairs, muft 
be very little, if they do not know, that 
the FrenchAﬀalts are at too low an Ebb on 
one hand, and &tr Naval Force has been tog 
ready all this Winter, to-put any ſuch At- 
tempt upon us We have had fur- 
merly a great S:ir made about our wooden 
Walls And yet now the ſame Gentle- 
men, that were of the Opinioh they could 
proteft us ſrom all the World, dare not 
truſt cur wooden Walls to defend us againſt 
a fingle Squadron, and the Efforts of a 
bafl-d Enzmy ; but we muit come to a 
Aanding Army to be kept at home, and 
quarter'd ypon the Country, to eat up our 
Friends for Ezar of an Impotent Enemy. 

The Government has all alohg taken this 
by a different Handle; the Rumours of an 
Invaſion have not heen fo great as to dif 
order and affcight, nor have they beet ſo 
ſma!l as to leave us naked Therefore, 
tbo” c*rtain Intelligence has from Time to 
Tire afſuc'd us, that the French were in no 
Condition for ſuch an Attempt, that what- 
ever Equipment of Ships were talk'd «f, 
tire 44asvet no Shipping, either of Troops, 
Store, Ammunitien, Arms, Ur. which 
mu? bz in Caſe of an Invaſion 3 yet the 
Lord Righ-Admiral, to prevent all poſhble 
Syrpriz:, has kept from 25 to 4o M+*n of 
W-.r always ready in the ſeyeralPorts during 
the whole Winter. 


If they would have more . 
Troops rais'd, they ought to tell us how

ready to meet the Enemy, upon the firſt In» 
telligence, the Party in Scotland may make 
their Deſpair very rational, the French are 
in no Likelihood to relieve them— I do 
acknowledge readily, the diſcourag'd Cir- 
cumftances of the Enemy..are not to be re- ' 
ly'd on, Nor are the Frepthto be contemn'sd. 
— But I chink we may venture to ſay, that 
when by certain Accounts from thence we 
know there. is no Appearance of the leaft 
Preparatian, when we know they are not in 
a Poſture for ſuch a ProjeQ, nor jn a Con- 
dition to ExecutEit—And at the (ame time 
we have a ſuperior Naval Power to pre- 
vent them, if they did—It ſavours of that 
unhappy Spirit, that has always kept us 
uneaſie, to be beating the Allarm at evecy 
Turn, and keeping us waking with A 4 ce» 
henfions of an Enemy at our Door. 

Let it ſuffice us, aad let us be thankful for 
it; the Enemy are jn no Condition for ſuch 
an Attempt, our Army in Flanders is a 
Guard to Srworland, they will find the French 
better Employment, their Hands are lik?- 
ly to be ton full, and their Heads too, to 
look fo far North ——-! believe, I am not 
too arrogant in ſaying, that tho* we ought 
never to contemn an Enemy, fo 2s to be 
ſecure; yet we may Ccontemn this Enemy ſo 
as to be ſatis*v'd, Scotland is many Ways 
ſafe omen She 1s Safe ja the Enemy's 
Weakneſ:, and Safe in the Government's 
Vigilance ; for while we have a viftorious 
Army in Flanders, ard a ſuperior Power at 
Sea, they neither can ſpare Troop:, nor, if 
they could, can they execute their Deſign. 

They may, as I have faid often, fend a 
few Ships, and foment by fmall AſhRances 
the refileſs Spirits of their Party to at- 
t:mpt ſome perry Diſturbances, and if yu 
had the whole Royal Navy in S.otland, you 
could not prevent it.
